For  thess  I  may  safely  refer 
to  the  volume  of  Mr.  Dwight,  “  Christianity  Revived  in 
the  East;”  a  botoc  which,  by  the  interest  of  its  subject, 
and  the  attractiveness  of  its  style,  deserves  a  far  greater 
circulation  and  attention  that  it  has  yet  attained.

THE  PROSPECTS  OP  THE  ARMENIAN  MISSION. 

The  inception  and  rapid  progress  of  a  great  religions  j 
revolution  in  one  of  the  most  important  Christian  sects  j 
in  the  Turkish  empire,  is  a  fact  of  great  interest  in  ths  ] 
history  of  ths  present  centupr.  No  man  who  believes  . 
in  the  virtue  of  moral  princi^es  and  example,  can  help 
seeing  that  such  a  reformation  must  make  a  deep  im-  , 
preasion,  not  only  upon  the  class  who  are  the  immedi-  | 
ate  subjects  of  it,  but  upon  any  class  or  community  with  | 
which  they  mayxome  into  contact.  And  surely  no  one  , 
who  studies  God’s  dealings  with  his  people,  with  faith  , 
in  his  promibes,  can  fkil  to  hope  that  a  pure  and  active 
church,  oven  in  the  midst  (rf  that  waste  of  superstition, 
and  corruption,  and  infidelity,  will  bea  source  of  health, 
and  fortuity,  and  beauty,  to  all  within  the  reach  of  its 
living  waters. 

The  Armenian  tkeople  has  some  advantages  for  diffu¬ 
sing  a  wide  and  powerfol  influence,  which  are  possessed  i 
by  none  of  the  other  Christian  sects  of  the  Turkish  em¬ 
pire.  One  of  the  most  prominent  of  these  is  the  fact 
that  the  Armenians  are  not  only  a  see/,  but  a  atofon.  In 
spite  of  the  religious  and  civil  oppression  of  many  cen¬ 
turies,  they  still  maintain  their  national  language  and 
religion,  and  in  a  certain  sense,  a  national  organization. 
They  dtill  look  back  with  patriotic  pride  on  a  history 
UlustriouB  with  the  names  of  heroes  and  martyrs,  and 
stiU  occupy  the  fortile  and  temperate  land  of  their 
fathers,  where  they  are  proud  to  point  out  the  mountains 
of  Ararat,  and  ths  site  of  ths  gaMen  of  Edsn.  In  these 
respects  toey  differ  from  the  Greeks,  who  have  lost  their 
national  language  and  the  remembranos  of  their  nation¬ 
al  soil,  without  acquiring  any  affection  for  that  to  which 
they  have  been  transplanted ;  and  also  firom  the  Maron- 
ites,  the  Syrians,  and  other  “  Catholic”  sects,  who  have 
no  bond  of  union  or  strength,  except  that  which  unites 
them  more  or  less  closely  to  the  See  of  Rome. 

Another  important  advantage  possessed  by  the  Arme¬ 
nians,  and  one  which  at  the  same  time  shows  the  com¬ 
mercial  genius  and  enterpriss  of  the  people,  is  that  they 
are  diflTused,  in  various  stations  of  mercantile  influence, 
through  the  continent  of  Asia,  co-extensively  with  Mo¬ 
hammedanism  itself.  At  Constantinople,  the  highest 
offices  under  the  government  wluch  are  open  to  rayaha, 
are  held  by  Armenians,  and  as  merchants  and  bankers, 
they  are  found  in  the  factories  of  Canton  and  the  bazars 
of  Calcutta,  and  in  the  counting-rooms  of  Russian  and 
Austrian  cities.  It  does  not  seem  that  the  reform  in  r^’ 
ligion  has  any  tendency  to  lessen  ths  respect  of  their 
Moslem  masters.  Far  otberwiss ;  the  name  of  Protes¬ 
tant,  wherever  it  is  understood  among  them,  is  a  syno¬ 
nym  for  honesty,  and  the  Mohammedans  who  look  with 
contempt  and  horror  on  the  idolatries  of  the  corrupt 
,  Christians,  are  foreed  to  respect  and  protect  the  pure  and 
spiritual  worriiip  of  the  Protestants. 

I  know  of  no  two  fiwtares  by  which  the  Armenian 
RefomuUion  is  more  stroBglydistinguished,than  a  strong 
attachment  to  the  Bible  as  the  supreme  role  of  every 
duty,  and  an  earnest  missionary  spirit.  Itis  these  traits 
that  give  it  a  most  hopeful  aspect,  both  for  the  mainten- 
‘  anee  of  its  purity,  and  for  its  rapid  progress  and  exten¬ 
sion.  They  have  been  fully  exhibited  in  the  volunu  of 
Mr.  Dwight,  Vrhlch  hoe  hwa  reforred  to  in  a  previous 
‘  tetter.  .  • 

‘  The  first  thti^^r  which  we  have  reason  to  hope  in 
the  prosecadWr~of  this  tateffiOnary  enterprise,  is  the 
’  complete  svsyslixstien  at  Jkm  Ansenian  Church.  The 
‘  progress  already  made  toward  this  end  does  not  folly 
^  appear  in  the  annual  statistics'  of  the  mission.  The

LESSONS  OP  PROVIDENCE.

Around  lu  was  the  presence  of  God  in  the 
calm  of  a  summer’s  morning,  whispering  to  our 
hearts  the  pledge  of  deliverance,  if  in  response  to 
that  “  still  small  voice,”  we  would  wait  in  faith 
and  patience.  “  The  winds  were  pillowed  on  the 
waves.”  The  eyelids  of  the  morning  were  already 
beginning  to  open  on  us  in  peace,  and  God  had 
prepared  the  means  of  deliverance,  while  impress¬ 
ively  showing  us  how  near  our  pilot  had  brought 
us  to  death.  The  unwatchful  sentinel  at  the  light¬ 
house,  instead  of  anticipating  our  danger,  and 
warning  us  in  time,  was  himself  waked  up  by  the 
fierce  cry  of  our  steam-whistle,  and  began  toriously 
to  ring  his  fog-bell,  after  the  fog  had  done  its  worst. 
Strikingly  illustrative  of  the  ways  of, man!  But 
the  unsleeping  eye  of  Gfod  pitied  us,  and  his  mighty 
“arm  was  not  shortened”  to  repair  the  mischief 
short-sighted  man  had  wrought.  The  steamer  had

Man  has  often  to  live  and 
hope  on  contingencies.  But  nothing  is  eontingent 
to  Gk>d.  The  Boston  was  pressing  on  with  all  the 
powers  applied  to  her  by  the  free  agencies  of  man, 
and  she  might  have  passed  ns  on  her  way  to  Bangor. 
She  had  heard  onr  alarm-whistle  shrieldDg  ora  the 
deep,  but  mistook  it  for  a  mere  fog-signal,  and  pro¬ 
fiting  by  the  sound,  as  a  rival  boat,  bore  away  '^th 
augmented  speedf  that  she  might  first  reach  the 
destined  port.  But  Providence  winged  its  flight 


parents,  and  reared  under  a  praying  roof,  she  early 
learned  to  have  regard  for  sacred  things.

of  love  and  affection — no  one  seemed  forgotten. 
She  seemed  like  one  preparing  for  a  journey. 
When  at  length  her  preparations  were  completed, 
she  said,  “  Now  I  have  done  with  this  world.  I 
long  to  go” — she  seemed  impatient  to  unfold  hM 
wings.  She  asked  that  a  prayer  be  offered— also

A  sin  is  a  wrong  act,  a  violation  of  some  rule 
requiring  what  is  right  and  good,  either  (oward 
Gh>d  or  man.  This  wrong  act,  when  viewed  in 
iu  true  light  by  the  mind,  is  condemned  by  it. 
There  is  a  feeling  that  it  ought  not  to  have  been 
done.  It  was  at  variance  with  what  the  soul  it¬ 
self  dictates  as  right.  And,  in  proportion  as  its 
true  character  is  seen,  it  becomes  painful.  This 
decision  upon  the  wrong  act  is  not  so  much  the 
result  of  inquiry,  examination  and  reasoning,  as 
the  spontaneous  action  of  that  moral  sense  which 
is  a  part  of  the  coastitution  of  every  rational  being. 

I  Constituted,  therefore,  as  we  are,  to  approve 
what  is  right  and  condemn  what  is  wrong,  and 
susceptible  of  pleasing  or  painful  emotions  in  view 
of  our  conduct  as  right  or  wrong,  sin  can  make  the 
soul  unhappy,  in  view  of  its  own  nature  and  with¬ 
out  respect  to  consequences.  There  need  not  be 
one  thought  sent  forward  on  the  future.  There  is 


present  condition  of  the  Turkish  race.  The  exertions 
of  the  last  and  present  Saltans  to  etevsta  the  race  by  tha 
introduction  of  European  improvenienta,  especially  in 
the  military  art,  only  serve  by  their  pitiable  foilure,  to 
make  manifest  tbe  irretrievable  degeneracy  of  the  nation. 
It  saems  evident  that  that  flares  and  bloody  peopla  who 
but  four  hundred  yean  ago  aaaanltad  the  strongholds  of 
Hungary,  and  sent  tarter  into  the  heart  of  Europe,  is 
'soon  to  disappear  from  among  the  nations  of  the  earth ; 
and  that  their  name  is  to  be  rsoorded  ia  history  with 
those  of  Assyria  and  Babylon,  as  having  aceapted  the 
dreadM  office  of  punishing  ths  charch. 

It  ia  in  this  light  that  the  Armenian  reformation  assumes 
importanea  in  the  eyes  of  the  political  studant.  The 
day  can  hardly  be  far  distant,  when  the  powen  of 
Europe,  that  now  by  their  contentions  hold  ths  Moslem 
dominion  like  the  coffin  of  the  prophet,  steadily  in  equi- 
librio,  shall  bs  thrown  out  of  balanes,  and  tha  ill-oemant- 
ad  straetors  fell  with  a  great  roia.  It  has  booa  acutely 
ramarked  that  no  nation  rtmains  distinct  upon  the  earth 
long  after  ite  career  in  history  ia  finally  aeeomplishad. 
Is  it  not  then  for  aom  great  end,  in  tha  divine  pravi- 
denoa,  that  ths  Armaniaas  hava  bean  prsservad  as  a 
natioit,  in  ths  oeeapaaey  of  their  own  land,  and  tlm 
jast  at  thte  tiasa,  whan  tha  Moatem  raoe  is  ainkiBg  into 
tha  earth  with  infidelity,  and  polygamy,  and  intempa- 
ranes,  the  Armenians  are  awakening  so  wonderfoUy  to 
tha  truth  of  the  gospel,  and  to  a  asnae  of  their  own 
duties  andre^wnaibilities.  1  eonfoaa  that  I  look  forward 
with  confidence  to  the  time,  when,  in  the  inevitable 
revolution  of  the  empire,  the  Armenian  nation,  entrusted 
with  “  the  oraeles  of  God,”sapplied  with  pure  end  active 
ehurchea,  and  farniahad  withadneated  and  accomplished 
men,  ehaU  aaaame  n  position  of  importnnee  and  iniu-

Much  of 
the  future  history  of  all  evangelical  lalwrs  in 
France  will  depend  upon  the  interpretation  it  may 
please  the  President  to  put  upon  the  Constitution.

The  Constitution  of  this  State  forbids  the  exis^ 
once  of  domestic  slavery  within  its  boundaries. 
The  Northern  element  was  so  largely  infused 
among  the  people,  that  they  concluded  to  live  with¬ 
out  the  blessings  of  davery,  to  work  their  mines 
and  till  the  soil  byffree  labor — a  very  wise  choice, 
u  we  think.  They  were  wise  in  inserting  the 
prohibition  in  their  Constitution,  thus  putting  it 
out  of  the  power  of  the  Legislature  either  to  recog¬ 
nize  or  establish  slavery. 

Now  we  have  observed  as  one  among  the  singu¬ 
lar  projects  of  this  singular  institution,  that  a  col¬ 
ony  of  planters  is  being  organized  in  South  Caro¬ 
lina,  intending  to  emigrate  to  California,  and  to 
carry  with  them  seme  seven  or  eight  hundred 
slaves.  Do  they  pri^se  to  emancipate  them,  and 
employ  them  as  hired  laborers  in  their  new  home  ? 
This  is  not  the  plan,  as  evinced  by  the  fact  that  they 
have  sent  a  memorial  to  the  Legislature  of  Cali¬ 
fornia,  asking  permission  to  settle  there  with  their 
slaves:  that  is,  they  mean  to  establish  the  insti¬ 
tution  of  slavery  in  a  free  State,  where  it  is  forbid¬ 
den  by  the  express  words  of  the  Constitution.  We 
trust,  the  people  of  California  are  not  yet  quite 
prepared  for  this  coup  tPeicU  upon  their  State  char¬ 
ter.  They  have  decided  against  slavery  ;  the  ink  is 
hardly  dry  that  records  the  decision ;  they  have  de¬ 
nied  to  the  Legislature  any  such  power  as  the  me¬ 
morial  of  these  planters  invokes.  To  grant  their 
request,  would  manifestly  be  unconstitutional. 
These  gentlemen  have  a  right  to  go  to  California, 
and  carry  their  slaves  with  them,  if  they  please :  but 
when  they  get  there,  the  relation  between  the 
parties  will  be  changed — the  slave  will  be  a  slave  no 
more.  They  might  as  well  ask  the  State  of  New- 
York,  or  any  other  free  State,  to  grant  the  same 
permission,  and  thus  remodel  its  legislative  policy 
to  inaugurate  the  “  peculiar  institution.”  Suppose 
the  permission  were  granted,  as  it  cannot  be :  what 
then?  In  order  to  carry  it  into  effect  so  as  to 
make  it  of  any  value,  it  would  be  necessary  to  im¬ 
port  the  whole  system  of  slaveholding  laws,  which 
would  be  tantamount  to  a  legal  establishment  of 
slavery.  These  migrating  colonists  would  need 
the  laws  of  South  Carolina,  or  some  other  slave 
State,  to  finish  what  the  permission  begins. 

We  do  not  believe,  that  the  Californians  will 
relish  the  idea ;  we  hope  not.  They  have  shut  out 
slavery  ;  and  they  had  better  keep  it  out.  Hardly 
any  curse  could  be  greater  to  this  young  and  rising 
State.  Slavery  is  the  calamity  and  evil  of  any 
people,  among  whom  it  dwells.  It  injures  all  par¬ 
ties,  and  benefits  none.  If  this  plan  belong  to  the 
system  of  slavery-propagandism,  as  would  seem  to 
be  the  fact,  Ipoking  to  the  ultimate  conquest  of 
California,  then  a  respectful  declinature  would  be 
a  very  courteous  compliment.  It  strikes  us,  more¬ 
over,  as  rather  a  singular  request,  proceeding  froin 
the  citizens  of  a  State  that  will  not  permit  a  free 
negro  from  any  other  State,  even  to  cross  its  terri¬ 
tory  without  imprisonment.  A  man  must  not 
carry  a  black  servant  with  him,  even  on  a  tempo¬ 
rary  visit  to  Charleston,  if  the  servant  happens  to 
a  vessel  must  not  enter  the  port  of

The  Regents  of  this  University  have  recently 
done  an  act,  whkh  in  itself,  and  in  its  reasons,  we 
most  deeply  regret.  We  allude  to  the  removal  of 
Professor  Whedon  from  his  chair  in  this  Institu¬ 
tion,  in  consequence  of  his  advocacy  of  what  the 
Regents  style  the  “  Higher  Law.”  The  following 
preamble  and  resolution,  offered  by  Judge  Pratt, 
will  show  the  ground  upon  which  this  act  was 
based : 

”  Whereas,  it  is  represented,  and  is  undoubtedly 
true,  that  Rev.  D.  D.  Whedon,  one  of  the  Pro- 
fmmon  of  said  Institution,  has,  during  a  period  of 
time  past,  net  only  preached,  but  otherwise  openly 
advocated  the  doctrine  called  the  “  Higher  Law” — 
a  doctrine  which  is  unauthorized  by  the  Bible,  at 
war  with  the  principles,  precepts  and  examples  of 
Christ  and  his  apostles,  subversive  alike  of  civil 
government,  civil  society,  and  the  legal  rights  of 
individual  citizens,  and,  in  effect,  constitutes,  in 
the  opinion  of  this  Board,  a  species  of  moral 
treason  against  the  government. 

Reached,  That  Rev.  D.  D.  Whedon,  for  the 
reasons  aforesaid,  be  and  is  hereby  remov^.” 

It  is  true  that  the  preamble  and  resolution  were 
altaed,  before  being  passed ;  yet,  the  essential 
thing  was  done ;  and  as  we  suppose,  the  animua  of 
the  act  was  expressed  by  Judge  Pratt.  Professor 
Whedon  is  not  charged  with  any  delinquency  or 
incompetency  as  a  teacher  in  his  department; 
neither  is  he  accused  of  using  the  Professor’s  chair 
to  inculcate  his  -notions  in  regard  to  the  ”  Higher 
Law.”  He  is,  if  we  mistake  not,  a  Methodist 
clergyman  of  some  distinction  in  the  State  of 
Michigan ;  and  as  a  minister  of  the  gospel,  has  ex¬ 
pressed  himself  strongly  on  the  subject  of  slavery, 
and  especially  the  Fugitive  Slave  Law.  So  far  as 
the  public  have  any  means  of  knowing,  this  is  the 
ground  of  his  removal ;  at  least  the  act  so  appears 
upon  its  face;  it  will  be  so  understood  unless 
otherwise  explained. 

Now  we  must  say,  that  this  strikes  us  as  a  very 
singular  coup  d'etat  in  a  Christian  ithd  Protestant 
country.  IJoes  Judge  Pratt  mean,  by  the  ”  Higher

not  common  to  a  second-'rate  man.  Taciturn  and 
careful  of  commitment,  ambitious  to  be  equal  to 
Napoleon  the  Great,  not  troubled  with  many 
scruples  of  conscience,  holding  the  whole  power  of 
Fiance  in  his  hands,  controlling  a  large  and  well 
disciplined  army,  and  withal  at  the  head  of  a  na¬ 
tion  fond  of  brilliant  things,  it  would  not  be  sur¬ 
prising  if  Napoleon  the  Second  should  really  do 
something ;  if  Europe  should  see  some  trouble  be¬ 
fore  the  usurper’s  coup  d’etat  is  finished.  He  is 
rather  a  troublesome  customer  in  the  great  market 
of  European  despotism;  for  although  crowned 
heads  may  like  the  direct  effect,  they  do  not  so  well 
relish  the  remote  consequences.  Napoleon  made 
the  pretense  of  appealing  to  the  people — a  very 
bad  precedent  for  the  divine  right  of  kings.  It  is 
a  contagious  idea ;  and  may  yet  give  royalty  a  fit 
of  vertigo.  On  the  whole,  this  second  Napoleon  is 
just  now  a  queer  sort  of  a  stick — how  long  and 
how  large,  can  be  best  told  when  time  has  mea¬ 
sured  him.

Contentment  is  a  grace,  an  acquisition  in  tha 
character— net  something  natural  te  men.  Those 
who  possess  it  may  my  with  Paul,  “  I  have  learnt, 
in  whatsoever  state  I  am,  therewith  to  be  content.” 
It  is  a  lesson  learned,  not  only  by  the  head’s  study, 
bat  the  hearth  assent  to  the  true  doctrine  of  G<^ 
and  his  providence — the  snm  of  which  is,  that  He 
makes  no  mtsukes.  It  follows  that  every  persdn 
who  has  bem  in  any  way  fiuthfnl  to  his  own  in¬ 
terests,  may  make  this  declaratioa  ia  his  own  ease, 
namely, "  however  hard  my  lot  may  be,  it  being  as- 
ngned  me  by  God,  it  is  no  harder  than,  all  things 
eonadered,  is  beM  for  me.  This  hardness  and 
strietneaB  is  even  better  far  me,  than  the  state  of 
fnllaoes  and  ease  my  restless  heart  would  pot  in 
its  stead.”  It  is  so,  because  all  that  God  does  is 
with  this  design,  and  nnless  counter- wrought,  it  is  i 
with  this  effect— to  prepare  the  soul  for  the  great 
things  to  come.  The  bitter  drops  ia  the  adminis¬ 
tered  cup,  are  the  sonl’s  medicine  of  the  great  Phy¬ 
sician’s  preeeribing,  and  therrfore  necessary  to  the 
sonl’s  recovery  and  blessedness. 

There  ate  various  comparisons  which  will  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  grace  in  qnestion.  It  mightily  con¬ 
tributes  to  eententment,  to  compare  time  with 
eternity.  Hew  obvious  is  it  that  the  cireumstanees

the  mercies  prepoadmate.  There  is  still  another 
•the  comparison  of  our  own  lot  with 


men  whose  influence  will  be  telt  in  all  the  rela¬ 
tions  of  life.  At  Batavia,  also,  there  is  considera¬ 
ble  religious  interest.

death  unto  life.  At  Lacon,  Marshall  eo..IU.  also, 
a  very  interesting  condition  of  things  has  been  in 
progress  for  a  considerable  time. 

We  learn  from  the  St.  Louis  Presbyterian,  that 
the  work  of  the  Loitd  is  progressing  there.  The 
Baptist  church,  the  Spruce  st.  Presbyterian  church, 
[Rev.  Mr.  Wright’s]  Dr.  Potts’s  and  Mr.  Ander¬ 
son’s  churches,  have  enjoyed  a  gentle  refreshing 
from  the  Lord.  In  the  Pine  street  Presbyterian 
church,  about  fifty  have  expressed  a  desire  for  the 
prayers  of  God’s  people,  and  a  goodly  number  are 
now  praying  for  themselves,  and  trusting  in  Christ 
for  salvation. 

A  paper  published  at  Carrolton,  Greene  co.  Ill. 
says,  protracted  meetings  are  now  in  progress,  in 
many  of  the  neighboring  towns.  Nearly  all  the 
different  denominations  are  engaged  ia  carrying 
them  on.  A  revival  has  for  some  time  been  going 
on  among  the  students  of  McKendree  College,  at 
Lebanon,  which  has  extended  among  the  people 
of-the  town  and  vicinity. 

The  Genesee  Evangelist  has  a  letter  from  Lock- 
port,  which  speaks  of  a  precious  revival  of  religion 
in  Rev.  Dr.  Wisner’s  church  in  that  place.  It 
says  that  about  fifty  persons  have  already  professed 
hope  of  pardon,  and  reconciliation.  Many  more 
are  earnestly  inquiring  what  they  must  do  to  be 
saved.  Most  of  the  subjects  of  this  work  of  grace 
are  young  men  and  women,  a  few  heads  of  fa¬ 
milies,  and  one  or  two  quite  advanced  in  years. 
The  work  is  characterized  by  great  solemnity,  and 
depth  of  feeling,  and  the  entire  absence  of  that 
kind  of  excitement  we  were  wont  to  witness  on 
such  occasions. 

The  Boston  Congregationalist  states  there  are 
decided  manifestations  of  the  special  presence  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  in  several  of  the  churches  ia  that 
city.  Not  a  few  young  men,  it  is  said,  have  re¬ 
cently  renounced  the  world,  and  devoted  them¬ 
selves  to  Christ.  The  work  is  assuming  every 
week  a  more  interesting  aspect  of  increasing  pro¬ 
mise. 

The  Baptist  churches  of  Boston  seem  also  to  be ' 
sharing  the  blessing.  The  Chronicle  says  that 
hundreds  have  been  led  to  inquire  what  they 
must  do  to  be  saved.  In  the  First  Baptist  church 
(Rev.  Dr.  Neale’s);  the  Baldwin  Place  church 
(Rev.  Dr.  Tucker^) ;  Rowe  Street  church  (Rev. 
Dr.  Stow’s) ;  Bowdoin  Square  church  (Rev.  Dr. 
Church’s) ;  Union  church,  (Rev.  Mr.  Howe’s) ; 
Bethel  church,  (Rev.  Phineas  Stowe’s);  aad^Col- 
ored  church,  (Rev.  Mr.  Grimes’s)  there  have  been 
many  inquirers  and  numerous  conversions.  Many 
of  the  Methodist  churches  have  been  similarly 
blessed.  This  season  of  refreshing  was  preceded 
by  much  prayer,  and  has  been  characterized  by 
the  observance  of  frequent  seasons  of  fasting  and 
prayer,  and  daily  prayer-meetings.  There  has  not 
been  such  a  general  attention  to  the  concerns  of 
the  soul,  in  Boston,  for  nine  or  ten  years.  God 
grant  that  similar  blessings  may  be  enjoyed  by  the 
churches  of  this  city. 

At  Barton,  Vt.  a  very  interesting  work  of  grace 
is  in  quiet  progress,  in  Rev.  Mr.  Ferrin’s  church. 
Several  individuals  are  inquiring,  and  some  are 
hoping. 


or  promise,  that  we  call  God  to  witness  to  our 
truthfulness,  and  if  untrue,  renounce  his  grace.

The  anniversary  of  Washington’s  birth-day  was 
made  the  occasion  of  a  highly  instructive  and  elo¬ 
quent  discourse,  as  the  twelfth  of  the  series  to  young 
men,  by  Rev.  Dr.  Adams,  in  the  Mercer  st.  church, 
last  Sunday  evening.  The  subject  and  the  occa¬ 
sion,  as  previously  announced,  awakened  unusual 
interest.  The  church  was  densely  crowded  in 
every  part,  chiefly  by  young  men,  with  quite  a 
sprinkling  of  older,  and  some  gray  heads.  Ladies, 
except  those  connected  with  the  choir,  were  ex¬ 
cluded — a  painful  necessity,  never  to  be  resorted 
to  except  in  extreme  cases — a  circumstance  in  bad 
taste,  if  it  could  have  been  avoided.  We  have 
rarely  seen  such  an  assembly  of  young  men,  in  the 
midst  of  whom,  in  quiet  dignity  and  devotional 
aspect,  sat  the  great  statesman,  Daniel  Webster, 
with  collossal  brow.  A  portion  of  the  audience, 
momentarily  forgetful  of  the  proprieties  of  the 
place,  arose  on  the  unobtrusive  entrance  of  Mr. 
Webster.  After  devotional  exercises  by  the  pastor. 
Rev.  Mr.  Prentiss,  Dr.  Adams  announced  as  his 
text  the  history  of  Gideon,  the  Jewish  patriot,  as 
found  in  Judges  6:  12— "And  the  angel  of  the 
Lord  appeared  unto  him,  and  said  unto  him,  The 
Lord  is  with  thee,  thou  mighty  man  of  valor." 
He  found  a  striking  resemblance  between  the  his¬ 
tory  and  mission  of  Gideon,  who,  under  providen¬ 
tial  direction,  emancipated  the  Jews  from  the  op¬ 
pressions  of  the  Midianites  and  other  native  tribes, 
and  the  history  of  our  Washington,  who,  under  the  | 
same  providential  guidance,  led  the  armies  of  the 
Revolution  to  battle  and  to  victory,  thus  achieving 
our  liberties,  and  establishing  our  highly  favored 
institutions.  The  discourse  was  illustrated  and 
adorned  by  the  various  facts  and  events  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  past  ages,  and  eminent  individuals  who 
were  men  of  Providence  to  execute  his  purposes, 
whatever  might  have  been  their  character  and  mo¬ 
tive — such  as  Cyrus  the  Persian,  in  accomplishing 
the  destruction  of  Babylon ;  Henry  VIII. ;  and  Na¬ 
poleon,  who  was  God’s  instrument  in  threshing  the 
nations.  Washington  was  the  man  of  Providence, 
raised  up  for  the  purpose  of  achieving  the  liberties 
of  this  land,  and  laying  broad  and  deep  the  founda¬ 
tions  of  our  institutions.  ,The  prominent  points 
in  the  character  and  history  of  Washington  were 
touched  upon  in  connection  with  leading'  events 
of  the  age  and  times  in  which  he  lived,  and  all 
made  to  contribute  to  the  interest  and  instruction 
of  the  occasion,  in  memory  of  the  great  man  whose 
birth-day  was  commemorated.  We  have  only  room 
for  a  brief  sketch,  to  indicate  the  subject  and  the 
train  of  thought  pursued.  The  audience  listened 
with  unabated  interest  for  an  hour  and  a  half  to 
these  reminiscences  of  our  Puritan  ancestors,  and 
the  father  of  his  country. 

A  number  of  pastors,  in  different  churches  in  the 
city,  we  learn,  delivered  discourses  appropriate  to 
the  occasion.  Several  military  companies  marched 
in  procession,  with  noiseless  step,  to  the  Broadway 
Tabernacle,  and  listened  to  a  highly  instructive 
discourse  by  Rev.  Dr.  Patton.

How  fitting,  bow  beautiful,  this  grace  of  con-  ' 
tentment '.  Whenever  our  eye  falls  upon  the  man  ’ 
truly  contented  with  his  lot,  whatever  Providence 
makes  it,  we  feel  that  it  is  a  beautiful  spectacle.  ' 
Rate  it  may  be  and  is,  but  more  beautiful  for  ite  ' 
rareness.  When  we  contemplate  such  an  one — 
happy  in  narrow  circumstances  —  cheerful  and 
buoyant  in  a  depressed  and  even  forbidding  con¬ 
dition — rendering  thanks,  pouring  out  full,  warm 
currents  of  gratitude,  where  another  mind  would 
do  little  else  than  utter  'its  words  of  spleen  and 
complaint — we  cannot  withhold  the  tribute  due  to 
a  noUe  mind.  True  moral  greatness  is  there. 

Not  only  beauty,  bnt  utility  is  found  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  this  virtue.  True  itis  that  contentment 
oonduees  to  the  best  worldly  thrift — stands  inti¬ 
mately  connected  with  the  most  substantial  world¬ 
ly  prosperity.  And  it  is  mainly  because  content¬ 
ment  in  one’s  lot  stands  connect^  with  a  reasonable 
stability  of  lot  or  condition.  Here  is  a  person  in 
comfortable  circumstances.  He  is  doing  reasonably 
well ;  and  he  onght  to  be  satisfied.  We  will  sup¬ 
pose  that  he  is  satisfied.  The  result  probably  is, 
that  he  goes  on  to  do  well,  and  then  to  do  better, 
and  at  length  still  better.  Bnt  suppose  him  dis¬ 
contented.  He  pulls  up  and  pushes  off;  changes 
not  only  his  place,  hut  his  business :  tries  his  hand 
at  something  else.  The  probability  is,  that  his  ^ 
interests  are  injured  in  the  end.  There  are  ex¬ 
ceptions  to  this ;  bnt  this  is  the  rule. 

There  is  another  thing.  The  spirit  of  content- 
meat  leads  one  to  wise  and  likely  efforts  to  improve 
one’s  condition,  or  deliver  one’s  self  from  difficulty ; 
whereas  the  opposite  spirit  will  be  likely  to  yield 
te  rash  and  adventurous  efforts.  A  person  in  a 
straitened  or  embariaseed  conditioa,  with  this  latter 
spirit  fomenting  in  his  breast,  cannot  submit  to  the 
t^inm  of  crawling  out,  or  to  the  commonplace  of 
walking  out  of  his  difficulty.  No,  he  most  go  out 
honorably,  vaoltingly,  at  a  leap.  And  how  is  he

After  a  generous  and  elo- 
'  quent  tribute  to  Kossuth,  and  the  importance  of 
his  cause,  the  writer  states  his  principles  thus: 
”  First,  That  every  nation  has  a  right  to  determine

included  in  the  former)  no  nation  has  a  right  to 
make  such  a  use  of  its  privilege  of  self-govern¬ 
ment  as  to  interfere  with  the  rights  of  neighboring 
nations.

"It  will  be  seen  that  the  two  principles,  which  we 
have  been  considering  separately,  really  resolve 
themselves  into  one,  viz :  The  principle  of  non¬ 
intervention.  Non-intervention  is  the  rule. 
What  are  the  exceptions  ?  These,  as  we  have 
stated,  are :  First,  when  any  family  or  nation  in 
the  exercise  of  the  acknowledged  right  of  self- 
government,  violates  the  higher  rights  of  humanity, 
or  when  it  interferes  with  the  security  or  rights  of 
its  neighbors,  then  other  families  or  nations  have  a 
right  to  interfere  to  prevent  or  abate  the  evil. 
Second,  when  one  family  or  nation  without  just 
cause,  interferes  to  prevent  the  legitimate  use  of  the 
tight  of  self-government  on  the  part  of  any  other 
family  or  nation,  then  others  have  the  right  to  for¬ 
bid  or  to  redress  such  intervention. 

How  do  these  principles  apply  to  Hungary  ?  Is 
that  a  case  of  sufficient  imvortance  to  justify  inter¬ 
vention  ?  We  answer.  Yes.  The  injustice  which 
she  has  suffered,  the  wrongs  which  she  now  endures, 
her  right  to  be  an  independent  nation,  the  immense 
interests,  political  and  religious,  involved  in  her  fate

BCCLBSIABTICAL  TRARSFBRB. 

An  answer  to  the  following  questions  is  desired 
by  a  correspondent :  "  Is  it  consistent  with  ecclesi¬ 
astical  order,  that  a  licentiate  should  be  ordained 
by  any  other  body,  Presbyterian  or  Congregational, 
without  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  his  Pres¬ 
bytery  ?  Can  we  recognize  or  dismiss  him,  (when 
thus  ordained,)  as  anything  but  a  licentiate  ?” 

What  may  be  very  proper  in  the  system  of  in¬ 
dependency,  may  be  very  irregular  in  the  orderly 
and  compact  system  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
As  we  understand  the  matter,  a  young  man,  who 
has  been  licensed  by  an  Association,  may  be  or¬ 
dained  by  an  ecclesiastical  council,  without  the 
presentation  of  any  other  document,  than  the  cer¬ 
tificate  of  his  license.  But,  if  he  wishes  to  con¬ 
nect  himself  with  a  Presbytery,  whether  as  a  li¬ 
centiate,  or  as  a  minister,  he  must  procure  and  pre¬ 
sent  a  certificate  of  transfer  from  the  Association 
to  the  care  of  the  Presbytery.  The  certificate  of 
licensure  in  this  ease  is  not  sufficient. 

In  like  manner,  if  a  young  man  has  been  licensed 
by  a  Presbytery,  be  remains  under  their  care  until 
he  becomes  a  constituent  member  of  the  body  by 
ordination,  or  is  ia  regular  form  transferred  to  the 
care  of  some  other  ecclesiastical  body.  No  other 
Presbytery  will  ordain  him  without  such  a  trans¬ 
fer.  It  is  true  that  no  such  certificate  of  dismission 
is  required  by  some  Congregational  Associations. 
Yet  it  will  be  borne  in  mind  by  some,  that  several 
of  the  General  Associations,  Ac.  of  New-England 
were  addressed  on  this  very  subject,  some  throe  or 
four  years  since,  by  the  Third  Presbytery  of  New- 
York,  in  a  respectful  remonstrance  against  this 
irregularity.  The  ground  of  this  remonstrance 
was  the  following  regulation,  adopted  by  the  Gene¬ 
ral  Assembly  of  1827 : 

"  That  it  shell  be'deemed  irregular  and  unfriend¬ 
ly  for  any  Presbytery  or  Association  within  the 
bounds  of  the  corresponding  churches,  to  receive 
any  candidate  for  licensure  licentiate,  or  ordained 
ministar  into  eonneetkm  with  eitoer^  without  regu¬ 
lar  testimonials,  and  a  r^ular  dismission  from  the 
Presbytery  or  Association  from  whieh  the  said 
candiaate,  licentiate,  or  minister  may  come.” 

This  resolution  had  been  previously  adopted  by 
a  joint  committe  of  the  Assembly  of  1880,  and  the 
Gen.  Association  of  Connecticut,  and  was  adopted 
by  the  General  Association,  as  well  as  the  Assem¬ 
bly,  of  1827.  The  proposition  was  made  by  the 
Assembly  of  1828,  to  the  General  Associations  of 
Massachusetts  and  New-Hamphshira,  and  the  Gcn- 
eml  Convention  of  Vermont,  "as  noeeseary  to  the 
peaceful  and  haimonious  correspondence  of  the 
bodies  concerned.”  The  retnms  were  aeecpted  by 
these  bodies  respeetivdy.  Correspondence  has 
sinee  been  established  with  the  Gteneral  Conference 
of  Maine  and  the  General  Bvang.  Consociation  of  I 
Rhode  Island,  on  the  same  basis.  It  is  also  "tdty- j

A  large  number  of  the  clergy  of  the  English 
Established  Church  have  recently  presented  a 
formal  declaration  of  their  approval  of  the  deci¬ 
sion  of  the  Privy  Council  in  the  celebrated  Gor¬ 
ham  case,  to  the  Archbishops.  Of  the  fifteen 
thousand  clergymen  in  regular  orders,  3,262  signed 
this  declaration  —  a  number  which,  though  far 
from  a  majority,  is  sufficiently  large  to  reveal  a 
degree  of  strength  in  the  evangelical  and  low- 
church  party  that  will  not  be  without  effect.  The 
great  body  of  tbs  clergy  are  neither  Evangelical 
nor  Puseyite.  They  hold  to  the  Church  as  the 
military  men  hold  to  the  Army,  and  the  naval  of¬ 
ficers  bold  to  the  Navy — as  a  part  of  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  of  England,  and  a  necessary  complgment  to 
the  system  of  aristocracy  and  primogeniture.  They 
care  but  little  for  doctrines,  but  are  stedfast  lovers 
of  the  Church.  The  response  of  Archbishop  Sum¬ 
ner  to  this  declaration  is  cordial  and  expressive : 

“iThere  are  many  questions  in  theology  upon 
which  Christians  may  differ  without  reproach  to 
themselves  or  injury  to  others.  From  the  Refor¬ 
mation  until  .he  present  time,  numbers  of  our  cler¬ 
gy  have  subscribed  the  same  articles,  have  used  the 


He  has  recently  been 
transferred  from  Basle  to  Heidelberg.  His  object 
in  this  article  is  to  show  what  a  truly  Biblical 
Theology  ought  to  be  in  the  present  state  of  theo¬ 
logical  science.  Only  on  the  ground  of  Protest¬ 
antism  is  a  Biblical  theology  possible.  The  early 
doctrinal  works  of  the  Protestants,  those  of  Me- 
lancthon,  Zuingle  and  Calvin  were  Biblical,  in 
distinction  from  the  scholastic  systems.  After  the 
Formula  Concordiae  of  the  Lutherans,  and  the 
Helvetic  Confession  of  the  Calvinists,  the  Bible 
ceased  to  be  the  living  principle,  and  became  rather 
the  formal  principle  of  the  Protestant  systems. — 
The  Pietisim  of  the  school  of  Bpener  revived  the 
living  power  of  the  Scriptures.  Zacharia  in  his 
Biblical  theology  (1775)  is  critical,  but  rationalis¬ 
tic.  Kaiser’s  work  is  more  rationalistic,  and  less 
critical.  De  Wette,  in  his  Biblical  Theology  of 
the  Old  and  New  Testament,  proceeds  more  on  the 
historical  method,  but  fails  to  give  us  the  living 
substance  of  the  Bible. 


by  Russia,  all  conspire  to  prove  that  her  case  is  one 
which 'justifies  and  demands  intervention  to  protect 
her  from  foreign  aggression. 

But  would  our  intervention  in  her  behalf  be 
effectual  7  Here,  alas  !  we  fear  our  case  breaks 
down.  We  do  not  believe  Russia  would  regard 
our  simple  protest;  and  if  we  attempted  to  enforce 
that  protest  by  arms,  what  could  we  do  ?  Enough 
perhaps  to  exasperate  the  fierceness  and  to  increase 
the  miseries  uf  the  struggle,  but  not  enough  to  de¬ 
termine  its  issue.  Russia  is  too  near,  and  we  too 
far  off  from  the  field  of  contest,  to  enable  us  to 
assist  with  anything  like  the  power  with  whieh 
she  can  oppress.  This,  however,  is  a  question  for 
statesmen.  We  are  concerned  only  with  principles. 
We  are  clear  that  if  our  intervention  by  word  or 
deed  can  prevent  Russia  again  crushing'Hungary, 
we  are  iMund  to  interfere.  Or  if  this  object, 
although  too  much  for  us  to  accomplish  alon^ 
could  be  accomplished  by  the  joint  action  of  consti¬ 
tutional  governments,  then  we  are  bound  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  suen  action,  and  to  do  all  we  can  to  facili¬ 
tate  it. 

As  to  the  third  point.  Is  the  end  to  be  attained 
worth  what  intervention  would  cost  ?  We  answer, 
Yes.  It  might  cost  us  nothing  but  a  protest.  It 
might  cost  us  a  war.  In  either  case  the  end  is 
worth  the  sacrifice.”

the  chafing  discontent  demands  ?  Why,  go  to 
California— to  the  land  of  gold,  where  gold  grows 
—where  he  eaa  put  his  hand  straight  into  the 
heaps,  and  the  heaps  straight  into  his  pockets.  But 
thata  is  a  damper  to  all  this,  found  in  the  fact  that 
there  is  ao  such  place.  And  the  man  who,  stimu¬ 
lated  by  his  discontent,  and  dissatisfied  •with  the 
tedy  gains  of  honest  and  accustomed  industry, 
shonld  dispesa  of  his  riEsets,  and  go  out  with  this 
idea,  would  proceed  as  unwisely,  and  in  a  way  as 
sure  to  bring  disappoiatmeqt,  as  be  who  should 
collect  and  invest  his  all  ia  the  tiekets  of  a  Dela¬ 
ware  lottery.  We  do  not  say  that  a  man  in  trouble 
may  not  change  his  place ;  only  let  him  do  it  with 
this  rational  idea,  that  ha  may  change  the  place 
and  stiU  keep  the  pain.  It  U  diaeoataat  whieh  is 
emr  prescribing  change  as  a  soverrign  remedy- 
change  the  place  and  dismiss  the  pain.  Tempta- 


Vatke’s  work,  of  which 
only  one  volume  was  published,  is  speculative  and 
destructive  in  its  tendency.  There  are  two  points 
of  view  which  must  be  held  fast,  if  we  would  have 
a  real  Biblical  theology.  One  is,  that  the  Bible 
contains  a  fundamental  principle  peculiar  to  it, 
and  to  be  found  in  it ;  and  the  other  is,  that  the 
Bible  is  a  connected  and  organic  whole,  an  histo¬ 
rical  revelation  of  Gfod.  The  central  principle, 
now,  of  the  Scriptures  is  to  be  found  only  in  Jesus 
Christ,  in  whom  we  have  the  actual  revelation  of 
God.  This  is  the  peeulurity  of  the  Scriptures, 
that  all  meets  in  a  living  and  personal  center,  the 
source  of  our  redemption.  This  distinguishes  the 
Bible  from  all  other  books.  The  recognition  of 
this  fact  is  essential  to  a  proper  Biblical  theology ; 
and  by  means  of  it  we  are  also  able  to  see  the 
truth  of  the  second  point  necessary  to  such  a  theo¬ 
logy,  and  that  h,  that  the  Scriptures  are  one  or¬ 
ganic  whole — that  all  iu  paru  or  members  are 
really  closely  knit  together.  These  two  points, 
carried  out  to  their  legitimate  results,  will  give  a 
new  and  living  aspect  to  the  science  of  Biblieal 
Theology. 

Such  are  foe  main  poiau  of  this  admirable  ad¬ 
dress.  The  author  of  it  contributes  also  another 
article  to  the  same  number  of  this  Review,  on  the 
"  hnporlanes  of  the  Mini^erisU  Calling,"  an  ear¬ 
nest  appeal  to  the  young  candidates  for  this  sacred 
office,  setting  forth  four  duties,  ia  a  way  analogous 
to  foe  three  offices  of  Jesps  Christ,  ia  a  threefold 
point  of  view :  piz.  the  prophetic,  foe  priestly,  and 
the  royal  functions  of  the  ministty.  This  subject 
is  managed  with  such  skill  as  to  avoid  any  danger¬ 
ous  eonseqnencen,  and  with  sack  earnestness  as  to 
make  os  feel  more  deeply  the  value  and  need  of 
-the  Christian  ministry. 

We  can  only  giv«  a  bate  statement  of  foe  efos 


diers,  and  liberal  principles  on  the  other,  working 
and  fermenting  in  the  bosoms  of  more  than  three 
millions  of  men— where  these  forces  are  struggling 
in  mortal  combat,  neither  being  ready  to  die.  In 
material  civilization,  in  all  the  arts  and  sciences 
that  respect  the  material  interesu  of  mankind, 
Europe  has  made  great  advances ;  but  in  regard  to 
moral  civilization,  those  influences  which  generate 
good  government,  define  and  guard  the  rights  of 
civil  and  religious  liberty,  and  dievate  man  rather 
than  the  king,  how  far  is  she  behind  our  own 
highly  favored  country.  Lbtening  to  Dr.  B.  on 
these  subjeeU,  we  have  been  led  the  more  heartily 
to  love  our  own  government,  to  admire  iU  noble 
institutions,  and  thank  the  Gfod  of  providence  for 
its  existence.  An  American  ought  to  be  a  patriot. 
Who  else  has  such  a  country  to  love  ?  In  a  recent 
j  lecture  on  France— that  land  of  freaks  and  power— 
Dr.  B.  stated  that  he  had  been  requested  by  some 
of  kk  auditors,  to  give  his  views  in  regard  to  non¬ 
intervention  —  a  task  which  he  req;>ectfully  de¬ 
clined,  as  not  exactly  within  his  province;  adding,  | 
however,  two  or  three  very  significant  hints,  of  l 
which  we  took  eareful  note  at  the  time.  In  re¬

AN  EZPBRIMBNT  IN  JDSTICB. 

The  Rhode  Island  Legislature  have  passed  a  law, 
and  the  Governor  has  signed  it,  which  abolishes 
the  punishment  of  death  for  the  crime  of  murder. 
This  may  be  said  to  be  trying  the  experiment  on  a 
small  scale,  as  dangerous  chemical  experiments 
are  first  tested  in  diminutive  form,  lest  a  failure 
should  involve  the  experimenter  and  others  in  ruin. 
Perhaps  in  this  small  sphere  it  may  work  well— 
as  often  ingenious  models  in  miniature  work  to  a 
charm,  which  utterly  break  down  when  tried  on 
a  scale  large  enough  for  practical  use.  Michigan, 
if  we  may  believe  the  reports,  finds  the  experiment 
anything  but  successful;  and  two-thirds  of  the 
people  would  glaily  see  the  law  restored.  We 
believe  that  such  will  be  the  result  always — unless 
in  model  cases  on  a  small  scale.  Life  is  not  like 
any  other  human  possession.  It  is  God’s  crowning 
gift.

HOUSE  MATTERS.

Persona  of  rank  have  ^n  d^praded,  and  tent  as  forced 
laborers  to  carry  atona  for  twelve  months  together  to 
build  houses ;  and  in  an  endless  variety  of  other  ways 
have  the  maddened  passions  of  one  wicked  woman  bean 
permitted  now  for  years  past  to  plunge  a  large,  popu¬ 
lous,  and  beautiftil  country  into  miaory  and  ruin. 

Ineendimriem  in  rWon.- The  Hon.  John  E.  Hin- 
man,  Mayor  of  Utica,  has  iasnad  an  address  to  the  eit- 
ixana,  warning  them  of  the  dangers  of  incendiarism, 
which  etill  continues,  notwithstanding  the  terrible  fate 
of  one  of  the  eonvictad.

The  letter  waa  very  courteous,  contained  nothing  offen¬ 
sive,  and  simply  stated,  in  Ae  eloquent  phrase  so  natu¬ 
ral  to  Ae  man,  Ae  acknowledgements  which  he  was  not 
suffered  to  utter  in  person.  One  would  suppose  Aat 
Aere  was  nothing  terrible  in  all  this;  but  Aere  were 
Aose  who  smelt  treason  in  it,  and  were  for  tossing  it 
out  ff  Ae  House  wiA  tongs,  let  it  Aould  explode  and 
scatter  Aie  Union  to  fragments.  Mr.  Badger  testily 
said  he  had  hoped  Ae  Senate  had  got  rid  of  this  person 
altofsAer.  He  tried  to  bring  about  the  insult  of  laying 
Mr.  Hamlin’s  motion  to  print  on  Ae  table,  but  failed. 
Mr.  Butler  saw  somtAing  more  Aan  a  simple  letter  of 
Aanks ;  it  was  a  grave  political  document,  foil  of  inter¬ 
vention  and  what  not  These  Senators  showed  suA 
unworAy  spite  Aat  even  Mr.  Downs  was  ashamed  of 
them.  He  manfully  argued  Aat  Aa  letter  Aould  be  re¬ 
corded.

This  is  an  abridgement  of  the  larger  work  of  the  au¬ 
thor,  deaigned  for  general  use,  and  particularly  for  be¬ 
ginners.  Prof.  Adler  is  a  practical  teacher,  and  an  en- 
thuaiaatic  scholar,  a  true  German  Americanized;  and 
his  larger  work  is  incomparably  the  beat  lexicon  of  the 
(German  language  aecesaibls  to  American  itudentt. 
The  present  volume  is  likewise  skillfully  adapted  to  its 
purpose.

gree  of  stability  and  fairness,  from  those  principles 
to  which  he  so  firmly  required  himself  and  all  un¬ 
der  his  direction  to  adhere.  He  held,  through  life, 
that  any  departure  from  strict  integrity,  is  as  un¬ 
worthy  of  a  man  as  it  is  ofliensiTe  to  Ood. 

Mr.  Gould  became  a  hopefril  subject  of  regeno- 
rating  grace,  in  the  powerful  revival  of  1831,  and 
united  with  the  Presbyterian  church  in  Delhi  at  its 
organization,  in  that  year.  He  was  early  elected 
a  rnling  elder,  and  baa  been  the  strongeet  earthly 
pillar  of  the  church,  from  that  time  to  the  day  of 
his  death. 

His  piety  was  considered  in  two  aspects — its  tn- 
w>ard  vitality  and  its  outward  activity.  He  had 
Messed  experience  of  inward  spiritnal  enjoyment. 
'  The  kingdom  of  God  was  within  him,’  consisting 
ia  righteousness,  and  peace,  and  joy  in  the  Holy 
Ghost!

HOW  TO  FILL  A  CHTTRCH. 

Few  men  are  saved  who  stay  away  from  the 
sanctuary.  Few  sanctuaries  are  full.  Few  Chris¬ 
tians  do  as  they  ought  to  fill  them.  Sometimes 
the  fault  is  with  the  preacher,  but  more  commonly 
with  the  people.  Some  families  are  in  their  pew 
in  the  morning,  but  rarely  at  a  second  service. — 
Some  work  so  hard  during  the  week  that  they  are 
indisposed  to  go.  Some  live  remote  from  the 
sanctuary,  and  have  no  means  of  conveyance. 
Owing  to  the  distance,  fatigue,  indolence  and 
neglect,  scarcely  can  a  community  be  found  where 
one-half  the  population  regularly  make  their  way 
to  the  house  of  God  on  the  Sabbath,  and  many  do 
not  furnish  one-fourth  of  constant  chnrch  goers. 
What  is  the  remedy  ? 

Effective  arrangements  for  supplying  families 
with  good  preaching,  will  induce  a  love  for  hearing 
the  word  ;  or  if  men  will  stay  at  home,  they  will 
have  some  instruction.  The  steadiest  attendants 
at  church,  are  those  who  study  the  Bible  and  read 
I  good  books  at  home.  Filling  the  shelves  with  good 
books,  will  help  to  fill  the  sanctuary ;  while  star¬ 
vation  at  home  will  not  induce  a  relish  for,  or  re¬ 
sort  to,  the  spiritual  repast  at  the  house  of  prayer. 

Systematic  visits  should  be  made  by  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  church  among  the  families  who  neglect

It  was  the  calm  and  rea¬ 
sonable  and  scriptaral  enjoyment  of  a  sober  and  S 
devout  mind. 

The  other  aspect  of  his  piety,  was  that  of  out¬ 
ward  activity.  He  wHs  pre-eminent  in  all  the  ac-  " 
tivities  of  the  church  of  which  he  was  a  member.  ” 
He  was  a  very  prompt,  vigorous  and  much-loved  ^ 
superintendent  of  the  Sabbath'lchool,  nntil  decline  ^ 
ing  health  constrained  him  to  retire.  ^ 

But  perhaps  his  large-hearted  Chriatian  benevo-  t] 
lence  was  the  most  distinguishing  characteristic  * 
of  his  life.  No  good  cause  ever  appealed  to  him  in 
vain.  Here  the  preacher  referred  very  feelingly  to  S 
Mr.  Gkmld’s  extraordinary  liberality,  in  helping  to 
build  the  church  in  which  his  funeral  was  attended. 
And  I  have  it  from  reliable  anthority,  that  in  the  o 
support  of  the  minister  and  all  other  necessary  par-  ^ 
ish  expenses,  he  uniformly  held  himself  responsible  ' 
for  one-fifth  of  the  expense,  whatever  it  might  be.  * 
Moreover,  the  whole  village  and  county  will  bear  ^ 
witness  to  his  public  spirit;  and  every  needy  family  ^ 
here  will  remember  him  as  a  friend.  Many  years  t 
ago,  he  told  a  friend  that  he  had  determined  to  give 
away  $1000  a  year,  and  afterwards  said,  that  he  1 
had  considerably  overran  that  sum.  His  was  a 
uaiformly  cheerful  benevolence.  He  loved  tqbe 
cClied  upon.  He  never  complained  that  the  agents 
came  too  often.  He  felt  that  their  duty  was  h^rd 
and  thankless  enough  at  best ;  and  never  frowned  | 
upon  them  as  tronblesome  visitors,  but  always  re-  , 
ceived  them  with  a  cheerful  welcome,  and  was  as  ( 
williag  to  give,  as  they  were  to  receive. 

Another  peculiar  trait  of  Mr.  Gould’s  benevo¬ 
lence  was,  that  when  he  was  depended  on  to  give 
for  everything,  and  to  give  largely,  and  sometimes 
to  have  his  eontributioiu  received  not  as  gifts,  but 
as  amounts  to  be  claimed,  because  he  was  rich  and 
willing,  he  seemed  never  on  that  account  to  be 
weary  in  well-doing.  He  gave  upon  principle,  and 
not  to  get  the  thanks  of  tEe  receiTer.  He  gave  as 
in  the  sight  of  Gfod,  and  not  in  the  sight  of  njen. 

Gfonnine  modeaty,  too,  was  one  of  the  most  beau¬ 
tiful  traits  of  his  character.  'With  all  the  just 
claims  of  his  high  position ;  with  all  the  weight 
ef  the  influence  he  was  able  to  wield ;  with  all  the 
hold  which  his  liberality  gave  him  upon  the  people, 
he  never  assumed  anything,  or  claimed  anything. 
He  never  seemed,  conscious,  that  he  had  laid  any¬ 
body  nndet  the  least  obligatioa  by  his  geaerosity. 
He  was  willing  to  be  munificent  and  generous  and 
largely  useful,  but  not  at  all  particular  about  the 
notoriety  or  eclat  of  being  so.  He  was  willing  that 
God  and  men  should  know  that  he  was  benevolent, 
but  did  not  deeire  that  men  should  tell  him  of  iL 
Benevolence  was,  to  him,  its  own  ali-snffieient 
reward. 

As  his  death  drew  near,  he  manifested  no  fear,  or 
distnrbance  of  spirit,  but  sustained  by  an  unfailing 
trust  in  Christ,  he  approached  his  grave,  like  one 
who  “  wraps  the  drapery  of  his  couch  about  him, 
and  lies  down  to  pleamat  dreams.”  His  dying  bed 
was  one  of  extreme  debility ;  but  he  was  favored 
with  an  intelligent  and  undisturbed  consciousness 
that  his  earthly  existence  was  passing  away.  lYhen 
able  to  converse,  he  expressed  with  a  simplicity 
that  was  truly  childlike,  a  hnmble  and  unwaver¬ 
ing  trust  in  Christ,  calmly  relying  upon  hit  merite 
alone  for  salvation.  And  when  too  feeble  to  speak 
audibly,  he  was  perceived,  from  time  to  time,  to 
whisper  of  hie  precious  aad  blessed  Savior.  Thus 
“  be  fdl  asleep,”  and  his  friends  who  witnessed  the 
closing  scene,  seemed  to  hear  a  voice,  saying, 
“  Write,  blessed  are  the  dead  who  die  in  the  Lord ; 
yen,  anith  the  Spirit,  from  henceforth  they  rest 
from  their  labors,  and  their  worka  do  follow  them !”
